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THE MILITARY SITUATION. 


HE chief events to record for the week are the sur- 

render of JOHNSTON, TAYLOR, and other Rebel 
leaders, with their forces; the marching of the Armies 
of SHERMAN and MEADE towards Washington; and 
the pursuit of Jerr. Davis. By SHERMAN’S arrange- 
ments, General SCHOFIELD was left to carry out the 
terms of the agreement for JOHNSTON’S surrender in 
North Carolina, while Generals GiLLMORE and WIL- 
son were to do the same in the Department of the 
South and in Georgia. General HARTSUFF was depu- 
ted by General ScHOFIELD to superintend the actual 
paroling, and this was done under che following speci- 
men form :—

In accordance with the terms of the Military Cements entered 
into on the twenty-sixth of April, 1865, between General Josera E. 
JOHNSTON, commanding the Confederate Army, and Major-General 
W. T. Sazrmay, commanding the United States Army in North 
Carolina,....-ceerecersecrece has given his solemn obligation not to 
take up arms against the Government of the United States until 
properly released from this obligation; and is permitted to return 
to his home, not to be disturbed by tle United States authorities so 
long as he observe this obligation and obey the laws in force where 
he may reside,

The number of men surrendered and paroled is in 
the neighborhood of 25,000. 108 pieces of artillery 
were parked, with limbers, caissons, &c., complete ; 
little ammunition was captured. About 15,000 small 
arms were given up. More than 10,000 men strayed 
off with their guns and horses, mules, or wagons. 
There was no discipline in the army, at the end, and 
JOHNSTON is said not to be responsible for the march- 
ing away of his men without parole. The same thing 
happened, also, in the paroling of Lee’s Army. As 
in the preceding case, the want of rations, the anxiety 
of conscripted men to revisit their homes, the passing 
away of the agricultural season, a desire in some quar- 
ters, to play the ‘‘ last ditch’ réle in a very mild and 
safe way, by refusing to personally surrender, and 
finally, a general disgust at the way in which “the 

Rebellion was played out,’’ to use the expressive 
phrase of its supporters, carried away many prisoners 
totheir homes, ur officers did not interfere, for, in 
both cases, the actual parole was given by the officers, 
each for his own command, the number of which was 
stated, and the regimental and company rolls deposited 
with the paroling officers. 

A part of the cavalry, of Hampron’s division, went 
off to share the fortunes of Jerr. Davis. But few 
cavalry horses were captured, and even the mules and 
Wagons were given to JOHNSTON’S troops, to be used 
i transporting rations and baggage. Asin the case 
of the parole at Appomattox Court-House, under 
Grant's terms allowing ‘‘ private horses’’ to be re- 
tained, all the animals that were worth anything were 

Private.”” A daily correspondent says that “‘ such 


‘ was the scramble for horses and mules, that the offi- 
heals had to keep a strict watch over their horses to 
«prevent them from being stolen, but many lost their 

animals notwithstanding every precaution. Every

or mule that could carry a man or any other 





‘burden has been gobbled. As a general rule, the 
*¢ officers will carry away with them good animals, and 
‘the large number of work animals which this will 
“* distribute over the country will be a great benefit to 
‘the farmers in the States to which they are going. 
** Many have long journeys to perform, going beyond 
** the Mississippi.”’ 

This was the sorry end of an army, scraped togeth- 
er from many points till it reached respectable numbers, 
and organized to defeat the soldier to whom it sur- 
rendered. Before it entirely drops from history, it 
will be interesting to record the skeleton of its organi- 
zation at the time of the surrender at Durham Station.

It will be remembered that arrangements were said 
to be progressing between General Dick TayLor and 
General DANA, commanding at Memphis, for the sur- 
render of the former’s army on the terms first proposed 
to JOHNSTON by SHERMAN, unless repudiated by Gen- 
eral Dana’s superior officers. The armistice com- 
menced on the 29:h of April, and was only to be ter- 
minated after forty-eight hours’ notice. Whatever 
may have been the fact concerning this statement, on 
Monday, the 8th, dispatches from General WILson, 
who is now at Macon, Georgia, arrived at the Army 
headquarters at Washington, announcing the final 
and complete surrender of TAYLOR’s forces in Alabama 
and Mississippi, to General CANBY. The terms of 
course were identical with those proposed by GRANT to 
LEE, or analogous to them. It is noticeable that the 
dispatch came direct from Macon to Washington, and 
the telegraph lines through Georgia, the Carolinas, 
and Virginia, are therefore complete. 

On Tuesday, the 2d of May, Jerr. THOMPSON sur- 
rendered his entire force to Captain MrrcH ELL, of the 
Navy. The previous surrender of 900 of the ene- 
my at Cumberland Gap we should have recorded last 
week. General Voapes, who has lately taken charge 
of the military district whose headquarters are at 
Jacksonville, Florida, has received the surrender of 
General Sam. Jongs. The dispatches concerning the 
surrender of General Krrpy Smita are conflicting, at 
present, and we must wait a few weeks for official 
news. 





The pursuit of the fugitive Davis by STONEMAN’s 
cavalry still continues. Opinion is divided as to 





whether that “‘old public functionary ”’ will direct his 
flight to Florida, with a view to escaping from some 
obscure point on the coast, or whether he will attempt 
the passage of the Mississippi. Of course, it is at 

present a matter of speculation. He is accompanied 
by a part of Wape Hampron’s cavalry corps, it be- 
ing, it is said, a portion of WHEELER’s command. 
Before leaving Greensboro’, Davis is said to have paid 
his large escort their wages in gold, of which he carries 
a considerable quantity. One report says he is escorted 
by two thousand cavalry, well-mounted, and command- 
ed by General G. G. Dresreiy, of Tennessee, com- 
manding a brigade of WHEELER’S cavalry. He is ac- 
companied by BENJAMIN, BRECKINRIDGE, TRENHOLM, 
and others, of the Richmond Cabinet. Information 

or conjecture on the subject came from both Raleigh 
and Knoxville on the same day, May 2d. The Knox- 
ville Dispatch said that Davis was at Yorkville, 9. 
C., on the 28th ult., and Sroneman’s forces came in 
on the following day. It added that ‘‘SronzMan’s 
‘* cavalry is now in the valley of the Saluda River, with 
“‘his headquarters at Anderson, S. C., and the cavalry - 
‘‘are scouting from there towards Augusta, Ga., with 
‘* instructions, if they can hear of Jerr. and his trea- 
“sure, to follow him as long as there is a horse left. 
“The infantry portion of SroneMAN’s command is 

‘*engaged in clearing the mountains of bushwhackers, 
‘* guerrillas and horse thieves, and they are making clean 
‘*work.’’ The Raleigh Progress, of the same date, 
says that ‘‘on the 25th Davis left Charlotte bound for 
‘* Texas, escorted by about three thou<and cavairy ua- 

“der Generals EcHoL_s and Basi Duk. The men 

‘‘were mostly Kentuckians and Texans. Davis wade 
‘*a speech in Charlotte befure leaving, ia which he 

‘* promised to have a larger army in the field than ever 
‘* before, very soon. He had with him a traiu of about 
‘*twenty wagons. Hi. escort were mere desperadves 

‘* and adventurers—m iay of whom were furmerly uao- 
‘‘der Joun MogGan. Qa the 24th they burned the 
‘* navy yard, ransacked the stores and dweliiogs, and 
‘committed various outrages on the property and 
‘* persons of the inhabitants.”’ 

Finally, intelligence which reached Washington on 
May 8th, stated that after leaving Yorkville, 8. C , 
April 28th, from which point he was driven by Stong- 
MAN, Davis fled across the northern part of South 
Carolina, crossing the Savannah River north of Aug- 
usta, and reaching Washington, Ga., May 4th. This 
latter is a small village about thirty miles west by 
north of Augusta, and the fact that Davis fled in this 
direction indicates an intention to cross the Mississippi 
River. Wu.son’s great cavalry column is deployed 
through Georgia, on the qui vive for the fugitive. 
Wison’s headquarters are at Macon. From the 
preceding statements, which, though conflicting in 
some minor details, are tolerably clear in the main, it 
will be seen that, at latest dates, Davis was in Geor- 
gia, heading towards the Mississippi. Visions of that 
‘“*sour apple tree”’ already crowd upon our troops, 
who are scouring the country, in hopes of the favor 
and the reward which will come to the fortunate cap- 
tor of the Rebel President.

Tue National Armies are gathering towards the 
Capital, for the final review and discharge. We have 
already recorded the arrival of that part of GrsBons’s 
Twenty-fourth corps ‘which had engaged in the pur- 
suit of Lex, at Richmond, on the 25th of April, where 
they were welcomed by the part which had remained 
there in garrison. Waricut’s Sixth corps reached 
Danville just before 10 o’clock on the morning of the 
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27th, having marched over one hundred miles in four 
days. The corps is said to have captured, there, 
about five hundred prisoners, the machinery taken 
from Harper’s Ferry, thirteen locomotives, one hun- 
dred and seyenteen box-ears, and iron work for about 
ten thousand muskets. SHERIDAN, meanwhile, was, 
with his cayalry, on the road to Danville, at Abbe- 
ville, near the junction of the Staunton.and Dan Riv- 
ers. He was unable to cross the river for want of 
pontoon bridges, and is awaiting their arrival at that 
point. As soon as news of JOHNSTON’S surrender 
was received, SHERIDAN was instructed to return from 
Abbeville to Petersburgh, without continuing to Dan- 
ville. Warignut was to remain for a time at the latter 
point. But he was expected, with his corps, to follow 
to Richmond, where, probably, he has already arrived. 

On the Ist, Humpareys’s Second and GRIFFIN’sS 
(late WArReEN’s) Fifth corps, stationed on the South- 
side Railroad, received orders to break camp for an 
overland march to Washington, vid Richmond. On 
the 2d, they started at an early hour, and, on the 4th, 
encamped a few miles outside the late Rebel Capital. 
On the 6th, these veteran corps passed through Rich- 
mond, and the event was celebrated by a great mili- 
tary spectacle and review. Major-Generals Mrapz, 
HAuueck and Ord reviewed the march of the two 
corps and their officers as they passed through the 
city. Grpsons’s Twenty-fourth corps, temporarily 
under command of Turner, received them, and 
Devens's Third division kept the line of the route. 
The streets were thronged, the day fine, drums rolled 
their salutes, battle-rent flags waved and dipped, 
cheers burst forth from spectators and troops all along 
the march. Thetwocorps marched finely, with knap- 
sacks slung, and passed Libby Prison, the house of 
General Lex, and other points of ioterest.. Our 
troops entered from Manchester, and the line of 
march was as follows:—Up Seventeenth Street to 
Carey ; down Carey past the Libby and Castle Thund- 
er to Nineteenth; up Nineteenth to Main Street; up 
Main to Thirteenth ; up Thirteeath to Capitol Street ; 
past the City Hall and north front of the Capitol to 
Niath; down Ninth to Franklin; up Franklin to 
First; up First to Broad; out Broad to Brooke 
Avenue, and so on northward to the turnpike. The 
procession entered the city about half-past nine A. M, 
and took about five hours and a half to pass a given 
point, it being nearly sundown before it had left the 
city. The Fifth corps marched first, fullowed by the 
Second, and each preceded by its pioneer corps. 
The order was something as follows:

At night the two corps encamped near Yellow Tav- 
ero, some miles from Richmond. They are now on 
their way to Washington. 

Howarp’s wing of Sazrman’s Army of the Mis- 
sissippi, comprising Logan's Fifteenth corps and 
Buair’s Seventcenth corps, encamped at Blacks and 
Whites on the Southside Railroad, on their march 
from Raleigh to Richmond, on the night of Friday, 
the 5th. They had marched nearly 150 miles in 
about five days and a half. They reached the Peters- 
burgh entrenchments carly the uext afternoon—a dis- 
tance of 156 miles in less than six days. On the 8th 
they arrived at Manchester, opposite Richmond. 
After a day or two of rest, they passed through that 
eity. Stocum’s wing, consisting of Davis's Four- 
teenth corps and Mowea’s Twentieth, was just in 
rear of Howanp’s, and each marched along the route 
prescribed by SueRMAN in his usual style of definite 
orders. Both wings will move on to Alexandria. It 
is intimated that Ginbons’s Twenty-fourth corps will 
remain at Richmoczd or elsewhere in Virginia for sev- 
eral weeks, and that Werrze.’s Twenty-fifth corps 
will rendezvous permanently at City Point, and go 
into a camp of instruction. 





A. pDisMountsp cavalry camp has been established at 
Chapel Point, Maryland, and some 8,000 of Sheridan’s dis- 
‘mounted cavalrymen are now there. A mail line has been 
established between Washington and Chapel Point, and the 
steamer Lizzie Baker has been placed upon the route. 





USAGE AND ROUTINE IN THE NAVY. 
NO. VI. 

Ten executive officer is the senior line officer attached to 
the vessel next in rank to the officer in command ; in case 
of his illness or absence, his duties are performed by the 
next in rank, who is informed by the executive officer on 
leaving the ship of all unexecuted orders that require at- 
tention, the number of prisoners, and any intelligence that 
it is requisite should be imparted. The executive officer 
is directly responsible only to the commander for his official 
conduct; his authority is contemplated in all orders issued 
by the officer in command to other officers, and it is their 
duty to report their instructions to him. In case of neces- 
sity he may interp~se his authority in opposition to that of 
the officer of the deck, or may take charge of the deck, first 
relieving the officer in charge, reporting to the commander ; 
he establishes a uniform system for carrying on duty, revises 
and corrects watch, quarter and station bills, and keeps a 
correct copy where the crew may refer to them; selects men 
for a life-boat’s crew and those for lowering her, from each 
watch; he informs the officer of the deck of all duty to be 
performed upon deck, or that may require the services of 
the crew; he examines differences, settles claims, in the ob- 
sence of the officer in command; may suspend an officer 
from duty for cause, or confine any of the crew, reporting 
personally when opportunity offers, but he cannot release 
any one suspended or confined, without orders from the 
commander; he grants permission for temporary absence, 
and no person can leave the vessel without his permission 
or knowledge ; he directs all duty ; he examincs magazines 
and shell rooms frequently, acquaints himself with every 
circumstance connected with the condition of the vessel, and 
reports all defects and deficiencies to the commander ; he 
regulates the expenditure of ship’s stores, allows nothing to 
be removed frcm the store-room without his order and upon 
his requisition; guards against loss or injury to articles of 
the ship’s outfit, requiring officers and others in charge of 
them to account strictly. When at sea, he inspects at 8 
Pp. M., that the battery and small arms are ready for use; if 
on soundings, that ground tackle is ready; if at anchor, 
that cables are ready for receiving or slipping ; that anchors 
are ready and that every part of the ship is in readiness for 
any emergency, requiving officers of different departments to 
report tu him, and he reports to the commander according- 
ly. He always pipes-down after the -object for which all 
hands had been called is accomplished, before employing 
the men otherwise; he takes the deck at all hands, also at 
quarters, and takes command, when they are called, of 
boarders; he arranges and supervises drill and exercise ; he 
retains in his possession the keys of holds, spiritroom, 
breadrooms, general storeroom when closed, and regulates 
the time for opening them ; he keeps sheet cables bent 
when at anchor; he permits magazines or shell rooms to be 
opened only in the presence of an officer, and takes the 
requisite precautions against danger from fire; he inspects 
the ship and keeps her in order; he permits air ports to be 
taken out when he thinks it expedient, causing the officer of 
the deck to be informed ; he regulates the issue of firewood ; 
he requires all off2nces to be brought to him for examina- 
tion, through the officer of the deck ; he permits no punish- 
ment to be inflicted without his knowledge, and the special 
or general order of the commander; he keeps a conduct 
book of the crew; he causesa correct record of punishments 
and offences to be kept ; he permits no boats to be sent from 
the ship at meal hours, and requires absent boats to return 
before meals, unless unavoidably detained by duty ; he will 
allow no lacker, varnish, spirits of turpentine or other in- 
flammable material to be kept on board except in the prop- 
er metallic vessels in thestorerooms ; he arranges for filling 
up with water by condensation or otherwise ; he gives gen- 
eral or especial directions regarding every matter that may 
affect the good condition and efficiency of the vessel, and ex- 
ercises supervision over all matters of duty. He supplies 
the officer of the deck with explicit written orders concern- 
ing duty to be performed in the morning watch. 

The officer of the deck receives especial orders from the 
commander for his guidance; he is entrusted with the care 
of the vessel, consequently his orders are respected, his 
authority being inferior only to that of the commander and 
executive officer. He never leaves the deck unless properly 
relieved; he is required to be vigilant and alert, obeying 
orders promptly, and requiring promptness and diligence on 
the part of all under his orders; he carries on duty without 
confusion, and avoids all unnecessary noise. When taking 
the deck he informs himself of the bearing of all vessels in 
sight, of prominent points of land or other objects, of 
soundings if any, of boats alongside the vessel or absent 
from her; on being relieved he is careful to pass all unexe- 
cuted orders, to give all useful information regarding the 
condition and position of the vessel and all objects in sight ; 
he reports to the commander all signals of the flag or 
senior officer’s ship, all land lights, vessels or other objects 
made, and every occurrence of sufficient moment that trans- 
pires; he maintains order throughout the vessel, represses 
all disorderly conduct, and reports promptly to the com- 
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mander and the executive officer; he causes all duty to be 
performed in a prompt and seamanlike manner, prohibits 
and avoids all slovenly or careless manner of executing 
orders, repeating the matter of duty if practicable till it jg 
done properly; he regulates sail and the speed of the vessel 
in accordance with orders ; he shortens sail always before 
a equall reaches the ship ; he permits no unauthorized lights 
during the night in any part of the vessel, and is particular 
that all lights are extinguished and reported out, in accord. 
ance with general orders. 

He takes care that the courses are given distinctly and 
steered correctly, that the log slate is properly marked; 
he causes the watch to be mustered when reported up and 
as often afterwards as he deems necessary to ensure their 
presence ; he reports all offences to the executive officer; 
he alters the vessel’s course only to avoid danger or col- 
lision, carefully regarding the regulation concering passing 
vessels ; he permits no boats to come alongside or to leave 
the ship without his knowledge; he allows no person to 
leave the ship without the knowledge or permission of the 
executive officer ; he informs the executive officer and the 
commander when officers having command and fleet cap. 
tains come alongside, and informs the executive officer when 
they are about to leave; ho has idlers called at daylight; 
in case of an alarm of fire, he causes the alarm bell to be 
rung and at once informs the commander and executive 
officer; has all officers called and guards against noise and 
confusion as the crew assembles at quarters; he discoun- 
tenances all unseemly behavior upon the quarter-deck ; re 
turns the salute of all officers coming upon it; he requires 
boatkeepers to remain in all boats that are down, to be on 
the alert, and requires all men in boats laying alongside the 
ship or at booms to ris? and salute all officers passing near 
them; he permits no clothing to be laid about or stopped 
to dry except npon the clothes lines; causes a clothes line 
to be got up for drying clothes that are wet ; he permits no 
washing of clothes at unauthorized hours; he permits 
nothing to be thrown out of the ports or over the rail, In 
a steamer when underway the officer of the deck does not 
permit the engines to be stopped without permission of the 
commander, or speed to be slackened, except in case of ac- 
cident or to avoid sudden danger or collision, when he will 
report promptly ; he will cause the battery to be examined 
at night by a quarter-gunner of the watch, and a teport 
made regarding it to him every hour, or in accordance with 
general orders ; ho will cause the pump well to be sounded 
and a report made to him of the water every two hours 
during night watches ; he permits none of the crew to leave 
the ship improperly dressed ; at sunset, in port, he directs 
the master-at-arms to see all strangers out of the ship except 
those visiting officers; he permits no strangers: on board 
without permission of the commander or executive officer; 
all unusual lights below for which permission has been ot- 
tained must be reported to him, and he causes all lights to 
be raised every half hour by the midshipman of the watch 
or the corporal of the guard; he grants permissivn to off- 
cers to use a light in their apartments for a few minutes; io 
case of sudden sickness he gives permission for such lights 
as the medical officer may require ; he requires the lookouts 
to be vigilant. 

In port he causes all boats approaching the slip to be 
hailed ; he notes in the remarks of his watch the numbers 
of all signals made from or to the vessels, all sails made or 
land, &c., when sail is made or taken in, all articles of 
stores or provisions received or sent away, detachment or 
transfer of officers or crew to or from the vessel ; when in 
port, the arrival and departure of men-of-war, and any 
event he may deem worthy of record ; he reports the time 
at 8 o'clock a. Mm, at meridian, and at 8 P. m., to the com- 
mander. In cleaning ship, he is particular that ladders are 
thoroughly scrubbed on all sides, that they are well dried 
with swabs before putting them in the hatches, that grat- 
ings are holystoned or scrubbed on both sides, that buckets 
are not pushed along the deck but passed from hand to 
hand, that corn brooms are not ruined by being wet with 
salt water ; when holystoning, he always has guns removed 
so that the deck underneath them is not neglected, unless 
otherwise ordered ; sees that the quarter-gunners put wash 
deck chocks under guns before the decks are washed down ; 
that the decks are thoroughly washed down, well dried 
down in waterways, under the breast of guns, about masts, 
fiferails, bitts, manger, and all places likely to be neglected; 
he sees that the guards are not neglected when holystoning 
scrubbing decks ; in port, after washing down, he sends the 
carpenter’s mate, under the superintendence of the carpet: 
ter, around the ship in a boat to wash off the sand under 
scuppers, to see that no lirt is collected about the wheels 
inside the paddle boxes or upon the outside of the ship 
generally, and to mend paint if so ordered; he squares 
yards and hauls rigging tant before breakfast, and requires 
the quartermastor of the watch to keep the pendant and 
colors clear when they are up; he pays particular attention 
when sail is sct that sheets are home alike and the sails 
tant up, that yards are properly trimmed. Before all 





hands are called and hammocks piped up, he causes the 
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officers in charge of lower decks to be called. The officer 
of the deck remains upon the starboard or weather side of 
the quarter-deck, unless duty should require his presence 
elsewhers. He allows no article of clothing belonging to 
crew to be sent out of the ship without permission-of execu- 
tive officer. 

The master has lead and log lines measured and marked, 
keeps a correct error and rate of chronometers, is respon- 
sible for instruments under his charge, has charge of charts, 
books, log, and everything appertaining to the navigation 
of the vessel; he has a correct copy made from tie log- 
slate each day upon the log-book, has log-book signed by 
watch officers each week ; he causes the vessel’s draught to 
be entered in the log at the time of entering -and leaving 
port; he causes to be noted in the log each day the number 
of sick, the expenditure of firewood and the quantity on 
poard, the quantity of water expended and on board, and 
when at sea the latitude and longitude at meridian ; he 
takes observations for longitude morning and afternoon, 
for latitude at meridian, reports the position of the ship at 
8 a. M., at meridian, and at 8 rp. m.; he ascertains by 
azimuth observations the variation of the compass, and by 
every means in his power the deviation from local attrac- 
tion; he takes bearings of anchorages of the ship, and notes 
them in the log; he corrects the deck time at 8 a. m and 8 
p,M.; he is charged with getting relieving tackles in readi- 
ness for use, with slinging yards and gaffs, fishing masts 
aad yards, when preparing for a whilst in action; at an 
alarm of fire he prepares the boats and makes preparations 
for getting them out; at sea he corrects the time by tho ap- 
parent trim of the ship ai meridian, in port by mean local 
time; he takes the deck at quarters, and in action works 
and directs the course of the vessel under directions of the 
commander and executive officer. 

Division officers examine the clothing of the men cf their 
divisions once a month, see that it is marked properly, 
prohibit any selling or exchange of clothing without their 
permission ; they make out requisitions for clothing month- 
y, and it is their duty to observe that the articles required 
are not intended to be sold or sent out of the vessel, and 
that men who are in debt are not marked down for unne- 
cessary articles; they ascertain that each man has the 
allowance of clothing required by general orders; they in- 
spect the men at quarters, that they are properly and 
cleanly dressed, that the watch marks required by orders 
are worn, that flannel is worn next the skin, that shoes are 
worn when at quarters for any purposes ; when exercising 
they satisfy themselves that every man understands the 
duties of every posilion at the gun, particularly that evcry 
one‘can point and load it accurately ; they caution them 
against the evil of firing too high, and are careful that the 
manner of pulling the lockstring to ensure certain explcsion 
of the primer is understood by all; they apply for permis- 
sion to use primers when exercising with unloaded guns, 
that the men may have the requisite practice ; they explain 
toevery man his duty, and endeavor to excite interest and 
thoroughness in the exercise; they inspect arms and the 
brightwork at the guns at morning quarters each day. 

A NEW IRON-CLAD. 

Captain Axrrnt, of the Royal Italian Navy, has pro- 
posed to his government a new form of war vessel. A 
model has been made in England, and the Mechanics’ Mag- 
azine describes the invention as follows :— 


Leaving out all the details, which are common to existing 
ships, we will confine ourselves to a notice of those points 
in which the vessel in question differs from others. This 
ship is to be coated from end to end to a depth of five feet 
below the water line with armor plates of 7 inches in thick- 
ness; she is fitted under water with a most formidable 

Frojecting no less than 48 feet in advance of the ap- 
patent bow, which is to be used as a ram, and to give buvy- 
ancy to the fore part of the vessel, where it is most needed. 
The vessel is to be propelled with twin scrows placed far 
below the water line, and worked by independent engines ; 
the speed calculated to be obtained is fifteen knots. The 
fighting parts of the ship consist in a high top-galiant fore- 
castle and a poop deck. In each of these batteries are fixed 
600-pounder guns. ‘These guns are placed amidship, as in 
a turret ship, and will work on pivots from below deck, so 
a8 to fire out of the broadside ports on either side, as may 

Tequired. To enable the muzz'es of these guns to clear 
the port sills without shifting the ordnance from the centre 
of the vessel, the ports themselves are recessed or indented 
in the side of the ship, precisely like the embrasures in the 
walls of a fortification. All patts of these embrasares are 
made of the same solidity as the rest of the broadside, viz: 
‘ inches Iron with 9 inches teak ; the sides only of the bat- 
teries looking on to the deck are of 6 inches iron, and these 
are crenelated for musketry, to prevent boarding. These 
embrasures, when the ship is not in action, are closed by 
cutside ports, to continue the outside shape of the ship. 


; Of the working qualities of the vessel we are not able to 
Indge, there being no description of her machinery; but 
they are very highly spokenof. The casemates containing 

guns are square or rectangular, the forecasile being 
rounded toward the bow. The guns being immovably 
fixed over the keel, the casemates have to be made large to 
Permit muzzle-loaders to be charged. The large port-holes 
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entrance of an enemy’s shot directly into the port-hole. 
Nor will “7 inches iron with 9 inches teak” for the straight 
sides of the casemates appear very safe to the officers of our 
iron-clads. The advantages of the turret system are de- 
signed to be realized by the facility of the ship turning on 
her centre by twin screws. Those familiar with the history 
of iron-clads in this country will not discover many new 
points in the description given. It will need a more pow- 
erful incentive than this invention to divert the construction 
of our armored vessels from its present ruling principles. 
Captain Acuini’s method is simply an cffurt at concentra- 
tion of guns and armor, which is much more thoroughly 
attained in our Monitor system. 


STANDING ARMIES. 
THEIR QUALITY AND QUANTITY. 

Cuartes VII. who first-had a permanent army, counted 
in it, after the war with the English, 9,000 lancers and 
16,000 archers. 

Henry IV. had, at the beginning of his reign, but 8,500 
men; at his death in 1610, there were 37,000. 

Ricnerrev had 100,000 men in 1635. 

Lovis XIV. had 446,000 men out of a population of 22,- 
000,000, in 1692. 

Louis XV. in 1749 had 401,000 men. 

Lovis XVI. in 1788 had 303,000 men. 

The French republic in 1794 had 1,169,090 men, out of 
a population of 25,000,000 inhabitants, but it is proper to 
remark that there took place at this period what is passing 
here: out of these 1,169,000 men figuring upon paper, 759000 
only, were present under arms; but as they were not paid 
any bounty, those who deserted, or from bad health could 
not serve, only cost the country the loss of a man ard not 
that of a man and a large sum of money. 

Napote£oy, in 1802, during the peace, had 416,000 men. 

NAPOoLEON, in 1812, had 943,000 men, of whom 180,000 
were veterans, gendarmes, &c., &c., a8 well as others useless 
in combat. 

Napoxeoy, in his deciine in 1813, had 1,107,000 men, of 
whom 196,000 were veterans, local troops, and others unfit 
for the field. : 

Napo.eon, during the hundred days, had 590,000 men. 

The restoration towards 1820 had 183,000 men. 

Louis Pusutrre, in 1830, had 249,000 men. 

In 1831, 369,000. 

In 1832, 426,000. 

In 1838, 311,000. 

In 1840, 415 600. 

In January, 1848, 377,000. 

The republic in December, 1848, had 502,000. 

These figures are eloquent, they show us that the grandeur 
and prosperity of France, the nation of war par excellence, are 
in inverse ratio to the number its armies comprised. Every 
time that France has had large armies upon paper, it has 
had great disorder, great exponse and little results. 
Whenever it has had armies weak as to numbers and 
strong in discipline and training, France has had small ex- 
pense and great results. 

It was with 8,500 men that Henry IV. gained his king- 
dom. Ricuetrev had: but 100,000 men, and Lovis XV. 
401,000. 

The republic, with its 1,169,000 men, could scarcely de- 
fend its frontiers, and Bonaparte conquered Italy with a 
handful of trained soldiers. 

It is in its quality and not its quantity that the strength 
of an army dwells. 

What is the principle role of an army in time of peace? 
to keep up excellent cadres not only for war, but to instruct 
and prepare the population for taking places in these already 
formed cadres without shock, social perturbation, excessive 
expense or loss of time when war breaks out. 

Numbers have very little to do with such a combination, 
the whole economy of which rests upon solid and complete 
training, intelligent, dignified and firm discipline, and a 
profound sentiment of duty and love of the country ; ina 
word, upon a military education superior to instruction, if 
possible: it alone produces that confidence and attachment 
between the chief and the sutordinate, without which, au- 
tomata can be obtained, more or less well trained, but never 
that thing which is an organized whole being, a soul and 
body, and which is called an army. 

In time of war the great number is still an obstacle, and, 
as wedo not wish here to give merely our opinion, we borrow 
from General Parxuass, Turenne, Napoueon, and others- 
“The very great number accumulated upon the field can 
“ neither find sustenance, nor be under the control of the 
chief, nor move with celerity. Turenne said, that a gen- 
‘eral cannot put in action more than 50,000 men. At the 
“« preeent day, when everything is enlarged and made mobile, 
“the more experienced men belonging to the military pro- 
* fession do not think that it is possible to make more than 
*€ 100,000 men act effectively.” 

Naporzon thought that there were but three men in his 
time capable of commanding 100,000 men, himself, Morzav

Experience has only confirmed this judgment. Whathas 
become in this war of the armies of 150,000, 200,000 men, 
and more? The peninsula and history will answer. News- 
papers, national self-love and party-spirit can affirm what 
they will, science and history are beyond their reach, they 
will testify one day in favor of quality against quantity. 

Quality is shown in the old guard of Narotzon, the tenth 
legion of Cusan, ALEXANDER’s phalanx, the 300 Spartans 
under Lrontpas, the Spanish infantry under Cuantes V., 
the Swiss at Morat and Granson, and ‘he 322,000 legiona- 
ries holding Europe, Africa and Asia under the dependence 
of Rome. 

Quantity is shown in the army of Xenxes, the Chineso 
army, and barbarous invasions; it is the rising in a mass 
urged forward by the clamors of clubs and newspapers— 
and to the rear by the cannon’s roar. 

What decides the fate of battle? The judicious uso at a 
decisive moment of a select troop, that is to say, of one su- 
perior to that of theenemy, and not only capable of deciding 
the victory, but of turning it to advantage. Why have we 
beheld so few of our successes changing into a decisive 
victory ? The puerile reason of the configuration of the 
soil has been given. As if that of Europe, in time of the 
Romans, was not more wild and deprived of resource than 
that of America at the present day ; nevertheless they gained 
decisive victories. It is because their army was quite supe- 
rior to that of the barbarians, and comprised at least certain 
corps of a superior organization, like the tenth legion, which 
its generals knew how to use at the proper time: 

Here was nothing of the kind ; the two armies were similar 
in quality ; neither of them had an especial corps better disci- 
plined or more accustomed to war than wa; possessed by the 
other side, or which the chief could use at a decisive moment 
to develope the consequences of a success and make a victory 
profitable. Thus we have seen Antietam, Gettysburgh, 
&3., &c., &o., end in negative strategical results. It is not 
the fault of nature nor of the soil, but that of the organi- 
zation which is vicious and which sacrifices quality to quan- 
tity. 

Quality dwells with old officers, non-commissioned offi- 
cers, and corporals when they have been themselves to a fit 
school ; they alone can transmit to recruits training, drill- 
ing, perseverance, solidity, the sentiment of duty, and ab- 
negation and devotion to the country, as well as affection- 
ate respect for the chief, which constitutes the true military 
spirit and esprit de corps, without which there are no good 
troops. Now these old graduated soldiers should constitute 
what we call the cadres of the national organization. 

The cadres are the bas's of all; they ought to bo as stable 
as possible, determined with the greater circumspection, 
and once decreed, they should be respected. They should 
be the same in time of peace as in time of war, in order to 
allow the rapid transition from the footing of peace to the 
footing of war, without new nominations, consequently 
without loss of time, as we have already remarked.

Hints to Company Orricers on THEIR Misrtary Duties. 
By Captain C. 0. Anprews, of the Third Minnesota Vol- 
unteers This little pocket treatise is by Captain, now 
Brigadier-General C. C. ANprEws. It was written while 
the author was confined as a prisoner of war in Georgia. 
It isnot a book of tactics, but relates to the morale of 
troops. It is a thoroughly high-toned work, and can be 
entirely recommended to the young officers of the Army. 
Its great simplicity and terseness add not a little to its merit.

J. Grawam, author of the * Art of War.” London: Smrra, 
Exper &Co. 1864. This book is intended to “ exemplify 
“the higher influences affecting military life and character ; 
“the motives to enlistment; the use of stratagems in war ; 
“the necessity of standing armies; and the duties of a mili- 
“tary force aiding the civil power.” 

The volume is well-printed on clear paper, but, unfor- 
tunately, contains not a few typographical errors inex- 
cusable in such a publication, because calculated to mis- 
lead. The bock is very English, and partial, as most Brit- 
ish writers are, or, rather, were, to the Rebels or Confeder- 
ates. Itis a compilation something in the style of the 
French “ Stratagémes Militaires, a work well worthy of cita- 
tion. Granam’s volume contains many translations from 
this little French book, which condenses much information 
and many examples, although not aggregated under separ- 
ate heads. This want of distribution or classification is the 
chief fault of Stratagémes Militaires, a book not as widely 
known as it deserves. One of Colonel Granam’s quota- 
tions, note 5, page 94, about the “Old Flag,” from the 
London Times, is unworthy of a work such as Military 
Ends purports to be. The allusions to our present Rebel 
lion are vague and inaccurate. For instance, take the fol- 
lowing sentence from page 224 :—“ In the present contest in

ARMY ORDERS AND INSTRUCTIONS. 

Tue policy of reduction in Army expenses, the necessity 
of changes in organization, and the preparations for mus- 
tering out the greater part of the Volunteer force, have 
caused the issue of » large number of important orders by 
the different bureaus of the War Department. It will be 
necessary for us merely to carefully summarize the provis- 
ions of these orders, which have already been extensively 
circulated in the Army. A considerable number have al- 
ready been alluded to in the Jovrnat, and we shall now 
refer only to those which have come to us siace our last 
issue :— 

A revision of the regulations and forms of the Quarter- 
master’s Department being demanded to meet the require- 
ments of the service, a Board of officers has been consti- 
tuted, by order of the Secretary of War, to prepare forms 
and draft revised regulations, and also an explanatory man- 
ual, for consideration of the Quartermaster-General, and 
submission to the Secretary of War for approval and pro- 
m i The following officers of the Quartermaster’s 
Department, with such others, not exceeding five in all, as 
the Quartermaster- may hereafter, if he deem it 
expedient, add, will compose the Board :—Lieutenant-Col- 
onel ALEXANDER Buiss, Q. M., Middle Department ; Major 
M. S. Mitiza, Q. M., U.S. A.; Captain J. F. Rusiine, 
A. Q.M., U.8. V. 

Tne Board will convene in Washington as soon as the 
other duties with which the members are charged will admit. 
Reports and communications upon ‘this subject, hitherto 
made, will be referred for consideration to this Board, and 
suggestions upon existing defects and their remedy are in- 
vited to be addressed to the Board. 

The Quartermaster-General, under date of May 8th, di- 
Tects that all horses and mules on hand in the Quartermas- 
ter’s Department not fit for immediate issue, will be adver- 
tised and sold at public sale as svuon as the necessary public 
notice can be given. Brevet Brigadier-General Ex.n, Chief 
of the First Division of the Quartermaster-General's Office, 
will telegraph the necessary instructions to each dépot of 
animals. Sales should be commenced within one week, 
and continued at regular intervals till all unserviceable ani- 
mals are disposed of. They should be sold at the dépdts at 
which or near which they are kept, at the time the order is 
received.

fines are imposed by sentence of general courts-martial or 
military commissions, a provision should be added to the 
sentence, that the prisoner shall be confined until the fine 
is paid, the term of confinement to be limited by the court. 
In case the provision has been omitted from the sentence 
that a prisoner shall be confined until the fine is paid, a 
special report will be made to the Adjutant-General of his 
failure to make payment, and he will not be released with- 
out orders from the War Department, except on payment 
of the fine. Stoppages of pay against officers or enlisted 
men are not fines in the sense of this order. 
Surgeon-General Barnes has instructed medical purvey- 
ors to suspend all purchases of medical and hospital sup- 
plies until the stock on hand is exhausted. All surplus 
medical supplies will be at once turned in to the nearest 
medical purveying dépot, by the officers reponsible for them, 
who will cause the medicines, instruments, books, stores, 
&c., to be carefully packed, the bedding and clothing 
washed, and the furniture and utensils cleansed, and every 
article that can be made serviceable put in condition to re- 
issue or repair. Invoices and packer’s lists will in every 
| instance be given, and receipts taken. In the final settle- 
ment of property accounts certified invoices will not be ac- 
cepted as vouchers, but affidavits will be required of their 
correctness and of inability to obtain proper receipts. 
Medical Purveying and Purchasing dépdts will be con- 
tinued at New York, Philadelphia and Louisvillle only. 
Distributing Purveying dépdts will be continued at Wash- 
ington, Nashville, St. Louis, New Orleans, Hilton Head, 
8. C., Newbern, N.C., and San Francisco, Cal. All others 
will be at once discontinued and the property on hand dis- 
posed of as above. Requisitions for medical and hospital 
supplies will hereafter be made for three months and based 
upon the actual strength of command for which required. 
After approval by the Medical Director they will be for- 
warded to the most readily accessible of the dépdts above 
enumerated. Medical directors will as rapidly as possible 
reduce the number and accommodations of general hospi- 
tals within their departments, retaining such buildings as 
are owned by the United States, or occupied without rental, 
and substituting, with permanent commands, post for gen- 
eral hospitals. They will annul the contracts of acting 
assistant surgeons who can be spared, and discharge all 
civilian nurses, cooks, and employés, male and female, 
whose services can be dispensed with, or supplied by en- 
listed men of the second battalion and convalescents. The 
utmost possible retrenchment of expenditures will be carried 
into immediate effect. 

As to the third section of the act making appropriations 
for the support of the Army for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1866, and which increases the commutation price of 
officers’ subsistence to jifty cents a ration, during the con- 
tinuance of the Rebellion, under the conditions that the offi- 
cers shall not be above the rank of brevet brigadier-general, 
nor be entitled to commutation for fuel or quarters, the 
Second Comptroller has decided as follows: 


That an officer receiving fuel or quarters in kind is not excluded by 
the terms of the law from the benetits of this increase, but will be ex- 
cluded when in the actual receipt of commutation for such allowances. 

That hereafter an oilicer bemg, at the time of his discharge, lawfully 
in receipt of the increase, will be entitled to it in caiculating the commu- 
tation ior his travelling rations on di 

That retired officers, not being entitled to commutation for fuel or 
quarters, are legaliy entitled to the increased commutation for the num- 
ber of rations atlowed to them by law 

The same principle applies to officers or persons with assimilated 
rank. 


An order has been issued to Major General Aucur, com- 
manding the Department of Washington, to immediately 
muster out of service all officers or enlisted men within the 
Department whose term of servicejexpires on or before the 
31st inst. The order will apply to the Army of the Poto- 
mac and such portions of SHERMAN’s army as shall arrive 
at Alexandria during the present month. 

The time allowed to deserters in the Prestpent’s procla- 
mation of pardon to return to their regiments, has already 
expired. By direction of the War Department, deserters 
who have reported or may yet report under that proclama- 
tion, and are not yet forwarded to their proper commands, will 
be mustered out and discharged the service, with forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances due at the date of desertion, or 
which may have accrued since. Under this order care will 
be taken, however, not to discharge any who have been 
arrested and delivered up. 

An important order has been issued by the War Depart- 
ment to the effect that “‘ All volunteer soldiers of the cav- 
alry arm whose term of service will expire prior to October 
1, 1865, will be mustered out and discharged the service of 
the United States. The Paymaster General is ordered to 
make immediate payment to men so discharged. All cav- 
ining i i such discharge will be con- 
zations from the same State will be consolidated with each 
other.

Please send all paroled prisoners of the rebel armies now 
confined or detained at Alexandria, Va., to their homes. 
Those who homes were at the time of joining those armies 
in States that have never begn in rebellion, and who desire 
to return to them, will be required to take the oath pre- 
scribed in the President’s Amnesty Proclamation, provided 
they are not excepted from its benefits ; if so excepted they 
will be detained. Those living in Texas will be sent in 
charge of an officer, and will be landed on the west bank of 
the Mississippi river, about the mouth of the Red river.

MOTIVES IN WAB. 

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journat: 

Sim :—The article in last week’s Jounnat on “ Standing 
“ Armies” is very much to the point at this time, and one 
of its main principles may bear elaboration ; that is to say, 
to demonstrate that nations fight more desperately for the 
jdeal than the real. The leaders, indeed, may be influenced 
solely by material gain. The secret of success lies with the 
commander who discovers what idea will influence the peo- 
ple and arouse their whole energy. The perfection of sa- 
gacity is to so interweave the solid reality of self-interest 
with the ideal motive that, while the nation moves on, fired 
by the latter, the former supplies fuel to maintain hope, 
faith, and energy. Thus aroused, inspired, and sustained, 
comparatively inferior troops—that is, inferior as to organ- 
jzation or experience—will ultimately overcome and swarm 
out comparatively superior troops who have not the motives 
of the former. For instance, it was persecution that pre- 
pared the Hollanders for their revolution ; but it required 
the imposition of the tenth penny by the Duke of Axza to 
fire the train. In this case, the reality of taxations univer- 


sally felt was the last straw which broke the camel's back 
of forbearance, Then the real wrong was swallowed up in 
the ideal. Mere mercenary objects disappeared in the 
whirlwind of patriotism and religious enthusiasm, which 
inspired such a spirit of resistance as was typified by the 
crescent worn by the Water Beggars, with the inscription 
“ Rather Turks than Papists.’”” Notwithstanding, the ma- 
terial objects always supplied the fuel which continued un- 
interruptedly to dispense heat. This heat, patriotism, ena- 
bled the Dutch boors and mariners eventually to swarm out 
and annihilate Spanish armies annealed by discipline into a 
texture almost as firm as their armor, and directed by the 
highest military science of Europe. But never let it be for- 
gotten that it was not until the Princes Maurice and 
Frepertc-Henry of Nassau organized the patriotic masses 
into soldierly order that their victories had decisive results, 
and their onward progress was unquestionable. 

Take another instance. The origin of the Thirty Years’ 
War was undoubtedly religious antagonism, the most ab- 
sorbing and stimulating of all mental impulses. It was not, 
however, until the Swedish artillery, and Swedish discipline, 
example, and leadership came into play that the war was 
decided. Nor even then would the victors have been ena- 
bled to hold up and hold together their diverse interests had 
not the Imperialists shown by their measures that their ob- 
jects were material as well as moral. The Protestants soon 
came to see that universal confiscation would result from 
their defeat. While old T1x1y and his compeers contented 
themselves with killing, torturing, ravishing, hope still 
lived; but, with the Peace of Prague, hope itself would 
have died had not Oxenstern, Baver, TorsTEnsen, and 
Wrancet known how to combine the ideal with the mate- 
rial stimulus, and subject both to regulation. Maccuta- 
VELLI said “it was better to execute than to confiscate; that 
“ heirs were always above ground, and that men, as a rule, 
“would put up with the decapitation of parents, who would 
“ not submit to the loss of their inheritance.”” The truth of 
this principle was proved by the fifty years of the Dutch 
Revolution and the Thirty Years’ War. 

When the veterans of Lovis XIV. had been gradually 
cut to pieces and driven by the veterans of the Allies, when 
Paris lay open to the enemy, and France seemed on the 
point of undergoing in 1715 the humiliations of 1814 and 
1815, the French King appealed simply to the feelings and 
patriotism of his subjects, and the hearts of even that sorely 
tried people responded, roused by such motives. VILLARBs, 
with consummate sagacity, threw himself into the arms of 
that host evoked by the ideal motive, and, although he 
abandoned the field of Malplaquet, the veteran victors 
achieved a barren triumph over fresh levies who, roused to 
greater efforts, saved France in her glory and integrity. 

The idea of their invincibility carried the Swedes over all 
Northern Europe. In this case, there was no real basis for 
their power, unless discipline is an actual power. Thsy 
lacked numbers and money. In fact, they realized the 
truth of the recently controverted military proverb that 
“men and iron find money, but money cannot find men and 
“iron.” 

Again, the Prussians, guided by the Great Elector, accom- 
plished marvels under the inspiration of the idea of their 
martial superiority acquired during Swedish leadership, and 
conquered a greater number of the very Swedes whose pres- 
tige had been so great, but was now knocked out of them 
by adversity. It was moral force alone which gave them 
victory in two campaigns of unexampled celerity and suc- 
cess, 

lt was the Cromwellian spirit—that force of ideas which 
swept away monarchy, crumbled aristocracy, subjected 
Scotland, trampled down Ireland—which actuated the sol- 
diers of Freperic in his first campaigns. They were ex- 
cited to irresistible fury by a motive not material. Tothem 
Protestantism, patriotism, Fredericism had been transmitted 
from ideas into realities. True, the discipline of the old 
Dessaver, the first, Frepenic, the father, and of ScHwER1Nn, 
was a mighty leader, but, alone, it could never have made 
one man a match for three and for seven, and Prussia equal 
to combating coaleasced Europe. 

Of those who would ascribe all to discipline or to material 
force, and little or nothing to the impulsive power of prin- 
ciple or ideas, we ask how they account for the success of 
Montrose. The established authorities of Scotland had dis- 
cipline, numbers, and means on their side, experienced 
generals, old soldiers, and plenty of money, and yet Mon- 
TROSE, With undisciplined troops, won six unprecedented 
Victories in thirteen months. In this case the ideal over- 
came and shattered the reality. It was almost a repetition 


of the destruction of SennacuERIB’s army by invisible agen- 
cies. Loyalty or right, or, mistaken right, conquered might. 

When the great French Revolution, of 1789, commenced, 
the French armies were certainly fighting for an idea. That 
idea was the “ Rights of Man,” which, in theory, was their 
object, aithough in practical development, nothing could 
have been less respected than those very rights of man. 
When the Directory had succeeded the Republic, when the 
Consulate had put aside the Directory and itself had merged 
in the Empire, Naroteon tried to feed up his troops with 
glory, an empty ideal, a far different ideal from the revolu- 
tionary stimulus sentiment of the French military classes. 
The bond of discipline had replaced the fire of enthusiasm. 
The basis of ideality, the moral agent, eternal in its force 
and activity, had been replaced by the material, the tempo- 
ral, contracted in its influence and uncertain in its duration. 
Then it was that the imperiality of moral force abandoned 
the French eagles and restored the cause of the vanquished. 
The German “ Bond of Virtue,” a perfect ideality, was the 
foundation on which the structure of German patriotism 
rose in its elevation of grandeur and power. The theory of 
the “ Rights of Man” had carried the French Legions to 
Moscow; the counter-idea of Virtne and Freedom and 
Fatherland brought the Germans to Paris. 

Another exemplification. Ideal fanaticism carried the 
Mussulman triumphant over Asia, Africa, and the greater 
part of Europe. As that idea lost its force, the crescent 
paled and waned. Reverse the picture: the material object 
of the Russian is Constantinople; but ths impulse which 
impels him thither is the extension of the Greek church. 
When the serf recoiled from the cimetar of the Spahi, 
Nicubuas appealed to his people in the spirit of St. Ber- 
NARD, and the will of Diesitscu guiding that moral impul- 
sion, led it across the Balkans to Adrianople. 

It is a mistaken idea that the spirit of ’76 was the ideal. 
It was material. The thirteen colonies achieved their inde- 
pendence through the material. The ideal was only a co- 
operative agency. This is susceptible of proof. ‘The 
development of the ideal in the American Revolution was 
only slowly progressive. Just asin the Dutch Revolution, 
the idea at first was diffused, but not dominant. Taxation 
witbout representation was the match. The ideal through- 
out our struggle of seven years was always subordinate. 

On the other hand, the cause and force of the Rebel masses 
was ideal. They imagined they were fighting for ravished 
rights, against imaginary wrongs, under the impulse of ex- 
alted conceptions of their invincibility. The Rebel leaders 
had material objects, it is true ; but as soon as the Rebel led 
discovered the reality, the idea lost all its force, and they 
succumbed. On the other hand, the triumph of the North 
is due to the fact that their vigor was based on no cold cal- 
culations of actual interest, but on the purest moral ‘deter- 
mination. Union, freedom, the starry flag, are purely ideal 
incentives. Our triumph is the victory of indwelling moral 
force over organized brute power. 

The lesson to be deducted from all this is pertinent to 
the hour, and must be applied to the permanent organiza- 
tions of our military force, if we hope to establish a military 
organization consistent with republican institutions. Disci- 
pline is said to be the soul of an army. In the sense that 
soul is generally used, perhaps it is; but it is not the vital 
principle itself. The spirit, the idea, which animates an 
army—that is the soul of it. Discipline is the mind, as it 
were. Now, in elaborating a military system, if this coun- 
try expects to have an army too few to become its master, 
yet sufficiently numerous to protect and defend it, the ques- 
tion is how to supply the lack of material strength by a 
moral energy, which is a discipline not only educational, 
traditional and tactical, but something more, such as ani- 
mated the Grecian troops of Thermopyle and Marathon, 
the Roman armies of the early Roman republic, the Lusi- 
tanians of ViniatHus and the Iberians of Sertortus, the 
Saracens who wet their horses’ feet in the Yellow Sea, the 
Vistula, the Elbe, the Atlantic, and the Loire, the Swedes 
of Gustavus, the Prussians of Freperic and Biucuer, and 
the French republicans of Fieucus, Valmy, Arcola and 
Marengo. ANCHOR.

_ The ram Stonewall came into the Tagus on Sunday morn- 
ing, the 26th of March, and moored at the anchorage as- 
signed to ships of war. A notice was soon afterward served 
by his Majesty’s government, requiring the ram to quit the 
port within twenty-four hours, which limitation expired on 
Monday, the 27th, about 2 p.m. The vessel remained in 
the Tagus until 10:30 a. m. on Tuesday, the 28th of March, 
that is to say, some twenty hours beyond the time fixed by 
the notice. ‘There was no pretence of force majeure to war- 
rant this delay, far the ram had just issued from the port of 
Ferrol after a stay of seven weeks for repairs; had made 
the voyage between the two places with remarkable speed, 
and the weather was fine. 

The United States ships Niagara and Sacramento entered 
the Tagus on Monday evening, the 27th of March, five 
hours after the time for the departure of the Stonewall had 
expired, and came to anchor at 7 o'clock, about three-quar- 
ters of a mile above Belem Castle, which marks the conven- 
tional line of inner entrance to the port, and is some two 
and a half miles below the regular anchorage of ships of 
war. Fort St. Julian guards the outer entrance at the bar, 
five miles beyond Belem Castle. 

His Majesty's guardship Sagres was moored above Belem 

Castle when the Niagara and Sacramento entered, and a sub- 
ordinate officer of that ship came off and conveyed, by means 
of a person called an interpreter, a verbal request to the 
effect that, as the presence of the Stonewall had excited much 
anxiety, it was desired that the two ships should remain 
near the castle, and should not go out for twenty-four 
hours after the Stonewall. 
Commodore Craven, commanding the Niagara, at once 
acccepted this verbal as if it had been a formal 
communication, and voluntarily gave his adhesion to both 
conditions, in token of respect to a friendly government, 
though neither of them was obli for two reasons— 
first, because he was entitled to go, in the absence of a spe- 
cific offence, to the regular anchorage of ships of war ; and 
next, because, as Portugal had never declared neutrality or 
conceded belligerent rights to the insurgent communities 
in the United States, such a restriction as that was 
not applicable to the case. No official notice of any kind 
was given to Commodore Craven or to the Minister of the 
United States.. 

The Stonewall started out on Tuesday morning, the 28th 
of March, at 10:30 o’clock. When all alarm was supposed 
to have subsided, orders were given at 3:15 pr. m.—nearly 
five hours afterward, and when the idea of pursuit was ab- 
surd—to move the ships to the usual moorings, for conve- 
venience to the city. Owing to the state of the tide, the 
bows of all the shipping in port were pointed toward Belem 
Castle. The Nicgara and Sacramento were under the exclu- 
sive direction of Portuguese pilots, wearing the uniform and 
other insignia of His Majesty’s government. The Sacra- 
mento never advanced an inch from her first position, but 
backed and turned. Owing to the great length of the 
Niagara, the Portuguese pilot did not see fit to attempt a 
similar movement, but, with a sweep in the river, described 
the arc of a circle, to carry her to the new anchorage 
ground. In executing that movement, the Niagara passed 
near to His Majesty’s ship Sagres, then lying between the 
Niagara and Belem Castle, from which all the verbal mes- 
sages had come, and which is charged with the special duty 
of enforcing the regulations of the and all orders of 
the government relating in foreign ship. No objection or 
opposition of any sort was intimated by the Sagres, and that 
fact was plainly visible at Belem Castle. As the Niagara 
was proceeding on her way, and at no time within several 
hundred yards of the conventional line of exit from and en- 
trance to the port, Belem Castle, without warning, inquiry, 
or precaution, opened a fire against the ship of three shotted 
guns in quick succession. The flag of the Niagara was im- 
mediately dipped, in sign of acknowledgment. The 
ceased during the space of a few minutes, and was then sud- 
denly resumed, when the flag of the Niagara was hoisted at 
the peak, notwithstanding which, and while her bow was 
actually turned to the city, the firing continued, one ball 
striking the “port quarter,” and two others elsewhere. 
While the firing was going on, an officer of the guardship 
Sagres presented himself on board the Niagara, to express 
regret for this violence, stating, at the same that it 
must have originated in some strange _—_ as his ship 
had received orders to permit the Magara and Sacramento 
to proceed to sea at 2 p.m. that day—an hour and a quarter 
before they began to move at all—if such was the desire of 
the Commodore. 8 . 

By a providential interposition no life was lost, and no 
injury was inflicted. Commodore Craven, with rare self- 
command, in the face of such cnestbed peoteasts vocation, did not 
setae the Sn of Rone SS ES i prervedem | 
be attributed the happy exemption from causes of mourning, 
which every friend of humanity will appreciate and rejoice 
at. He considered and treated these repeated acts of hos- 





tility as proceeding from an excess of zeal on the part of a 
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commandant, who either ignored or misunderstood his duty, 
and he testified his friendship for and his confidence in the 
justice of His Majesty’s government by refusing to take the 
redress in his own hands. . ; 

This is not the proper place to speak of the diplomatic 
action which followed, but it may be said, as an answer to 
much misstatement, that the representation was confined 
to the facts, and that explanations and reparations have 
been accepted. The manner of proceeding will be left to 
the judgment of candid and enlightened men when the cor- 
respondence should be allowed to speak for itself. 

Pains have been taken to excite prejudice against the 
United States in this matter, by stirring the embers of a 
much regretted incident at Bahia. The authors of. this 
injustice conceal from view with characteristic intention the 
reparation which was promptly and honorably made, by 
disavowing and apologizing for the reprehensible act by a 
court-martial of the offending naval commander, by dis- 
missal of the consul and by a salute of the Brazilian flag. 

It is not expected that journals which have been so quick 
and eager to distort and misrepresent the facts which are 
here presented, and whose -unwo:thy vocation it is to in- 
flame the bad passions of a kindred people, will in any way 
correct the errors that they have culpably cultivated, far 
and wide. But this “ plain, unvarnished tale’ will serve, 
at least, to inform those whose good opinion and whose 
good will the people of the United States have cherished 
through a long period of sad strife, and which they respect 
too much to be willing to forfeit by any omission of candor.

one, nor would he have been more proud than he is loyal! 
an? brave in seeing his vessel sunk, even if she carried him- 
self and crew down in the vortex with her, should the fate 
of battles have so ordained. I only desire to render justice 
where justice is due, and not to let a brave officer's name 
receive the slightest reproach. As you have given a place in 
your columns to the invidious remarks made against the 
captains of the Niagara and Sacramento, will you kindly give 
a place to this?

GENERAL SHERMAN’S REPLY. 


Heape’rs Mriiitary Div. or THE na eek 
In the Field, Goldsboro, N. C., April 5, 1865. 


To his Excellency Micsarn Haun, Governcr of Louisiana, 
New Orleans : 


Dear Sir:—I had the honor to receive your letter of 
March 34d, enclosing the engrossed copy of the Resclutions 
of the Legislature of Louisiana, approved March 3, 1865 
I will publish them in General Urders to the Army, and 
think that it will be a source of pride for the officers and 
men to sce the deep interest that is felt in them by the con- 
stituted authorities of your favored State. 

I thank you kindly for recalling to me the events that 
attended me at Alexandria, at the outset of this war. No 
man not actually presont at the South can comprehend the 
toils and snares laid by the old, wily and mischievous trai- 
tors to ensnare the young and credulous. Truth-was per- 
verted, prejudices kindled into a wild passion, and a false 
pride begotten, calculated to mislead the youth and even 
old men into the belief that the whole fabric of our Govern- 
ment was weak and tottering, and was about to fall with a 
crash that would ruin all who clung to its fortunes. I can- 
not pretend to superior wisdo-n, but in the retirement of the 
pine woods of Rapides Parish my day dreams still rested on 
the high seas, in California, on the broad plains of Kansas, 
the majestic valleys of tte Mississippi, and the Atlantic 
slopes, with their busy, industrious people, where I had 
roved in former days ; everywhere realizing the fact that 
our General Government was kind and paternal, and that 
its faults, if any, arose from an excess of lenieacy and for- 
bearance, and I could not be made to believe that it should 
yield the destiny of our future to the guidance of the few 
discontented demagogues of the South, or its conceited cot- 
ton planters and negro owners. 

I am willing to say, however, that I regarded the Con- 
stitution as a bargain ; that we of the North should respect 
slave property without going into its abstract merits or de- 
fects; and had the Southern people abided by the common 
laws and tribunals, would have fought to maintain such 
property ; but the moment they ignored the contract and 
appealed to war, we were no longer bound in law or honor 
to respect that obnoxious species of property. As soon as the 
war is over, I believe that good men can re-adjust the affairs 
of the country, so that slaves will never again ba bought or 
sold, and yet the labor of all be directed again to the de- 
velopment of the vast agricultural wealth that lies in the 
fertile fields of- the South. Accept my hearty thanks for 
considering me still a citizen of Louisiana, and I beg you 
to foster and encourage all its native population to adapt 
their thoughts and feelings to the new order of things, 
which will soon effice the dread ravages of war, and make 
Louisiana once more the safe guardian of the outlet of the 
mightiest river on earth.

Tue London Saturday Review gives a statement of an 
extraordinary error in accounts perpetrated by the English 
Board of Admiralty. It appears that there has been a long 


dispute and an investigation of some points in the accounts 
of the Admiralty : 


“The upshot was, that from 1860 to 1864, £1,870,000 
remained unaccounted for, and from 1848 to 1864 the far 
larger sum of £3,370,000. The only explanation attempted 
was, that the money had gone in increasing the quantity of 
stores in hand; but it turned out on examination that the 
whole addition since 1848 to the stock of timber which 
forms the bulk of the dockyard stores was worth about 
£200,000, leaving more than £3,000,000 which had disap- 
peared without the Admiralty having any clue whatever to 
the mystery. Mr. Cuitper’s answer to this very plain 
statement was, that he could not understand it, and that 
the earlier | pw of the deficiency had arisen before the Ad- 
miralty had been put into the perfect working order which 
we ought now to admire—an explanation which would be 
more to the purpose if nearly £2,000,000 of the deficiency 
had not arisen during the last four years. The only possible 
conclusion is, that the Board of Admiralty, like most other 
boards, breaks down equally in construction and finance; 
and the only real remedy would be the redrganization of 
the department on the basis which has been so often recom- 
mended on the highest authority, and so uniformly staved 
off by ingenious excuses and packed committees. The time 
will come when this obvious truth will be acknowledged, 
but it will probably not be before some serious disaster shall 
have brought popular indignation to back the remonstrances 
which the government has hitherto rejected with con- 
tempt.” 





A Boarp of Examiners for all persons confined in the 
military prisons in the Department of Missouri, consisting 
of Major Mezine, Major Eaton and Captain Forp, of 
Major-General Doner’s staff, has been in session during the 


past two weeks. The result thus far has been the release 
from Gratiot and Alton prisons of two hundred prisoners. 
All those prisoners of war captured from General Price, 
and who were able to prove that they had been conscripted 
into the Rebel service, have been released, as well as those 
prisoners of war in general, who have consented to take the 
amnesty oath. The examinations will be continued for 





some days, until the military prisons shall be tenanted only 
by those prisoners of war who obstinately refuse to take 


May 13, 1865, 
the amnesty oath, and those Federal soldiers and cilizeng 
against whom charges of a serious and criminal nature are 
entertained. There are now remaining in Grativt the 
only military prison in St. Louis, not more than one eng 
dred and fifty prisoners, including citizens, Federal soldiers 
and prisoners of war. At Alton there remain three hun. 
dred and ninety-two prigoners of war, one hundred and 
eighty-soven citizens, and seventy-nine Federals ; eight 
hundred and fifty-eight in all. It has not been a very lon 
yt me there were more than three thousand prisones 
a tori. 





Art a presentation of an address to General Williams 
“the hero of Kars,” at Toronto, Canada, April 29, the 
mayor said: “ The contemplation of our immediate loss ig 
mitigated by the belief that your excellency (yourself g 
colonist) will bear willing testimony to the unswervin 
loyalty of this province, to its desire to maintain unweak- 
ened its connection with the Empire, and to its readiness 
with that view to fulfill every duty which may justly be 
claimed from a people who bave been taught as British 
subjects to appreciate alike the responsibilities and the 
rights which belong to them.” ‘To this the general replied 
“ Tt is my present prayer and lively hope that Great Britain 
and Canada will show equil wisdom and decision in the 
proposed works and organization which are intended to 
guard your frontiers, and to enable you to rally and defend 
your homes in future times. And when I express an opin- 
ion as to the absence of danger at the present moment, | 
counsel you not to neglect any department of the military 
art. In other words, I firmly believe that every national 
born soldier in the American army yearns for home and 
the delights to be found there, and that he has no wish, 
after having vindicated the honor of his own country, to 
carry the horrors of war into Canada. Yet, time passes, 
complications may arise, and now is the moment to guard 
against future contingencies. I address these friendly ad- 
monitions to this city, the capital of that portion of the Em- 
pire which lies farthest from the ocean.” 


Tue Maryland Legislature, at its last session, passed an 
act ineorporating a National Cemetery at Antietam, in in- 
itation of a similarincorporation by the Legislature of Pean- 
sylvania at Gettysburgh. Seven thousand dollars were set 
apart as Maryland’s proportion, and provision made for the 
appointment of one trustee from each State, on condition of 
their contributing an amount of money proportioned to 
their representation in Congress. Many of the States have 
desired to do so for a long time, and will aid in this patri- 
otic enterprise. Thousands of our soldiers fell on this 
bloody field, whose remains lie half buried over an area of 
fifteen miles. The trustees appointed for Maryland are 
Thomas A. Boullt, of Hagerstown; Dr. A. A. Biggs, of 
Sharpsburgh ; General Edward Shriver, of Frederick; and 
C. C. Fulton, of Baltimore. Weare assured that a cemetery 
will be erected no less fitting and attractive than that of 
Gettysburgh A suitable lot of ten acres has been purchased 
on a part of the battle field, ncar the town of Sharpsburgh, 
embracing the ground occupied by General Lee as a signal 
station, from which the whole of the ground fought over 
can be viewed. It is pronounced most admirably adapted 
to the purpose, and arrangements are already being made to 
commence operations. Itis proposed to remove the remains 
of all those who died at Smoketown and other hospitals, as 
well as of those who died on the field. Those of Lee's ar- 
my who fell in the battle, will be interred in a separate part 
of the cemetery. It will be difficult at this late day to learn 
the names and places of all the bodies, as many of the 
graves have no longer any marks to designate them. The 
citizens residing in the community should at once lay before 
the trustees all the information that can be obtained.

Tue soldiers of the United States Army, now in Phila- 
delphia, who have been honorably discharged, are taking 
steps to perfect an organization in that city, by which the 
old Army associations can be perpetuated, and the friend 
ship and intimacy borne in camp and on the field, may be 
preserved and continued at home. The discharged officers 
of the city regiments lately held a meeting, at which a large 
number of the old officers of the volunteer regiments, who 
have left the city during the war, were present. Lieutenant 
Colonel Cook, of the old Fire Zouaves of Colonel Baxtes, 
presided. The officers then discussed a number of proposi- 
tions submitted to the members. It was proposed to or- 
ganize an association of discharged officers and soldiers of 
the present war, to procure a charter from the Legislature, 
and to establish branch organizations throughout all the 
State. This coincided with the general views of the mem- 
bers. “The officers present recorded their names, pledging 
themselves to organize an Order, beneficial and social, to 
which only honorably discharged soldiers will be eligible.

Major-General J. b. Cox, with bis own corps and two brigades of Gen- 
eral Kilpatrick’s cava!ry, wiil occupy Greensvoro’, Salisbury, Charlotte, 
and such other points as he may deem neccessary, and take care of the 
western portion of the State. 

M»jor General A. H. Terry, with his own corps and one brigade of 
General Kilpa rick’s cavalry, will occupy Kaleigh, Goldsboro’, Fayette- 
ville, and such other points as he maz deem necessary, aud take care of 
the central portion of the State. 

Brigadier-Gencrals Palmer and Hawley wiil command the coast dis- 
trict as heretofore. 

The troops will visit ail parts of the State, disperge or capture all 
bands of guerrillas and marauders, and collect ali mi‘itary arms (other 
than the side arms of paroled officers) which may be found in the State, 

The corps and district commanders wi |, xs soon as practicable, rend 
to each county under their jurisdiction a discreet officer, with a sufficient 
furce to organiz2 a small company of the most responsible loyal citiz»ns 
to serve as a local police force nntil further orders. As far as necessary 
the companics so organ'z:d will be furnished with captured arms and 
ammunition, but will receive no compensation for their services. 

All the members will be required to take the oath of allegiance to tse 
Government of the United States, asd an oath to preserve the peace, 
prevent crime, and arrest crimioals as far as practicable within t eic 
county, and to obey all lawful orders of the United States military au- 
thorities. 

Criminals arrceted by the police companies will be sent to the nearest 
military post for trial, by military commission. A full statement of the 
crime and the names of witvesses must be sent with the prisepers in 
each case,

The Commanding General has the great satisfaction of announc- 
ing to the Army and the people of North Carolina, that hostilities 
within this State have definitely ccased. ‘I'hat for us the war is 
ended, and it is hoped that pede will soon be restored throughout 
the country. 

It ia now the duty of all to cultivate friendly reliatioas with the same 
z2al which has chsracterized our conduct of the war, that the bleaa- 
ings of union, peace and material prosperity may be speedily re- 
stored to the entire country. It is confidentially believed and 
eXpected that the troops of this Army and the people of North 
Carolina will cordially unite in honest endeavor to accomplish this 
great end. 

All good and peaceable citizzns will be protected and treated 
with kindnes3, while those who disturb the peace or viola‘e the 
lawa will be punished with the severity of martial law. 

The troops will be distribated so as best to sécure the interests of 
th« United states Government and protect the people antil a civil 
government can be established in harmony with the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. ‘The most perfect discipline and 
good conduct are enjoined upon ail officers and soldiers, and cordial 
support upon all good citizens. vice 

Ail who are peaceably dispcsed are invited to attend to their 
houses, and to resume theiriodustrial parsuits. Such as have been 
deprived of their animals and wagons by the hostile armies, will be 
temporarily supplied as far as practicable, upon application to the 
nearest Provosi-Marsha!, by loans of the captured property in pos- 
seasion of the Quartermaster’s Department. The needy will also 
be supplied for the time being with subsistence stores from the 
Commiesary D: partment. 

It will be left to the Judicial depirtmest of the Government to 
punish those political leaders who are reepousible for seceesion, 
Rebeliion and civil war with all ita horrors, Between the Gov- 
ercment of the United States and the people of North Carolina 
there is peace. ‘

SLAVES IN NORTIL CAROLINA DECLARED FREE. 


HzapQuaRTERS DepartTMest OF Nort CAROLina, , 
ARMY OF Tae Onto, Rateicu, N.C., April 28, 1865. 
General Orders No. 32 

To remove a doubt which ssems to exist in the minds of some of 
the people of North Carolina, it is hereby declared that, by virtue 
of the proclamation of the President of the United States, duted 
January 1, 1563, ail persous in this State heretofore held as siaves 
are now free; and that it isthe duty of the Army to maintain the 
freedom of euch pereces. 

It is recommended to the former masters of the freedmen to 
emp oy them as hired servants at reasouable wages. And it is re- 
commended to the freedmen that, when allowed to do so, they re- 
main with their former masters and labor faithfully so long as they 
shall be treated kindly an1 paid reasonable wages ; or that they 
immediately seek employment elsewhere in the kiud of work to 
which they are accustomed. Lt is not well for them to congregate 
about towns or military camps.

A COURT OF CONCILIATION IN RICHMOND. 


Heavquarrers, Mrtitary Division oF TUR James, 
Ricumonp, Va., May 8, 1805, 
General Orders No 5. 


1. A court of conciliation, consisting of three arbitrators, will be 
established in the city of Richmond 

2 This court will arbitrate euch cases as may be bronght before 
it in regard to the right of possession of property, both personal 
and real, and to the payments of rents pod debte, where contracts 
were made upon the basis of Confederate currency, which now has 
no legal existence. This court will take no jurisdiction of questions 
of titles to property, nor will its decision be any bar to legal reme- 
dies when the civil laws and civil courts are re-established 

3 ‘lhe court will issue the usual process for the attendance of 
parties and witnesses and the execution of its decisions; appoint ite 
clerks and other officers, and adopt rules for its proceedings. The 
fees charged will be simply sufficient to pay its expenses. Any 
eurplus will be given to the poor. All parties bringing suit in this 
court, and all attorneys and agents appearing for them, will be re- 
quired to take the amnesty oath. No fees will be charged to the 
poor. 

4. In its decisions the court will be governed by the principles of 
equity and justice. All alike, white and colored, will be allowed 
the ben¢fit of ite jurisdiction. All proceedings will be simple and 
brief, and directed solely to ascertaining and securing exact justice. 

§. The Provost-Marshal will refer to this court all questions 
which come properly within its jurisdiction, and will adopt ita de- 
cisions #0 far as concerns the disposition of property belonging to 
private parties, now in his hands. 

6. As soon as the civil courts are re-establighed the court of con- 
ciliation will cease its functions.

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THE BREAKING-UP OF THE ARMY. 

HE day of disorganizing and disarming the great 
volunteer Army of America is at hand—a day 
anticipated with eager expectation for many a long 
month, but a day, nevertheless, whose near approach, 
now that it has come to be reckoned among speedy 
certainties, carries a little dash of sorrow in its brim- 
ming cup of pleasure. The Nation, by instinct and 
education alike a peaceful people, has, through four 
dreary years, looked forward to the end of the war as 
to a restoration of its normal condition, and that, too, 
independently of the relief it sought from the hor- 
rors, the sufferings, the grievous burdens and exhaust- 
ing outlays of the war. It never despaired of a re- 
newal of that reign of peace, which principles inherit- 
éd from across the waters at the birth of the Nation, 
its fortunate isolation, and more especially the popular 
foundations of its government, have hitherto estab- 
lished as the permanent and habitual condition of the 
country. And even the Arnty itself, conscious that 
it was congregated for a special end, has desired that 
end to be rapidly consummated. No less than the 
people, the Army has longed to fulfill its mission with 
complete and glorious triumph, and then, citizen sol- 
diers, to return to their homes; to campaign no lon- 
ger, except by tranquil firesides in pleasant rehearsals 
of dangers long past ; and to revert to the social ca- 
reers they left for patriotic sacrifice, and for a risk 
(alas! to many a thousand a fatal risk) of life or limb 
for the country. It sought by the sword placid peace 
under liberty—that was the sole aim and the destiny 
of the Army. The national triumph has been fully 
as complete as the wildest conceptions dreamed. A 
thousand troublesome little difficulties have been 
eliminated in the process. Not afew grave problems, 
once very complicated, have solved themselves by the 
mere lapse of time, or have yielded to the terrible so- 
lution of the sword. The two greatest and direst 
questions of all which vexed the national polity, those 
of secession and slavery, have been brought to conclu- 
sions more thoroughly satisfactory than could have 
been hoped by reasonable men. All the great Armies of 
the Rebellion have laid down their arms and dispersed. 
The Nation is restored in integrity, and steps off with 
a prouder and surer step than ever before, taking 
a place in the front line of nations never before 
conceded to her. In one word, the long-impending 
Rebellion has come, has put forth a'l its strength, and 
hasended. And yet, we repeat, a tinge of sorrow, both 
in the people and its Army, mingle~ with the general 
jy at the dispersion of our militar: forces. The Na- 
tion, on the one hand, sees that i:s old terror of an 
army a million strong, ready to be used by some am- 
bitious, unscrupulous chief, milits-y or political, to 
destroy liberty, and by a single coup d etat to reduce 
the Republic to an Empire—that ‘bis enormous and 
dangerous aggregate of power is qu etly dissolving to 
its origioval. individual elements. It sees, again, the 
prospect of reduced establishment:. and greatly cur 
tailed expenses, But then its pride and its glory are 
going too, and some little sense of security, with the 
dixpersion of an army which, on our soil, might al- 
most have laughed at half the world. And so it is 
with the Army. The prospect is pleasant of ease and 





comfort after such constant and difficult campaigning, 
of secure and cheerful peace, after so rough acquaint- 
ance with gr'm-visaged war, of home, and friends, and 
business, and pleasures, after the restraints of camp, 
the routine of garrison, the hardships, exposures and 
perils of picket-beat and battle-field. But the glory 
is gone, the comradeship and sympathetic fellowship 
gone, the pleasures of campaigning gone with its 
pains; and that careless, rollicking life, in which dan- 
ger had its sweets in being danger, will make a peace- 
ful existence, for a while, seem tame and spiritless. 
But it does not take long to habituate one’s self to 
luxuries, and a case of feathers is a better pillow than 
a pine log or a knapsack. This one trifling, tempo 
rary regret, will, let us hope, only serve to heighten 
by contrast the general joy. 

But, while the great majority of our soldiers leave the 
finest army of the world, only to furnish no less admira- 
ble examples of pagriotic citizensship, this very love of 
adventure and this very custom of campaigning, now 
a second nature, will induce a portion of the Army to 
seek military service in the future. Two paths are 
already open tosuch. First, our own standing army 
willl absorb a very large part of such really good sol- 
diers as are anxious to continue in the career of 
arms. Supposing that it will eventually settle, in 
case of continued peace, to a maximum of 100,000 
men, as is not improbable, that will furnish abundant 
scope for all who wish toenlist. And for a considera- 
ble time it will probably be about 150,000 strong. 

The second path, and one that some of the more 
restless or ambitious are already travelling, leads to 
Mexico—to Mexico and MAXIMILIAN or to Mexico 
and J UAREZ—for, once across the Rio Grande, the road 
we speak of forks, How many of our veteran soldiers 
will take up this new adventure, it is impossible to de- 
termine. Mexico is evidently to be the seat of no lit- 
tle contention, of great schemes, of complicated State 
plots and counter-plots, Loans, lotteries and sub- 
subsidies in Europe will furnish MAXIMILIAN with 
money enough to offer our troops a tempting bribe. 
And they will not be as easily deceived as the German 
peasants, who fell into the clutches of Northern bounty 
agents. The financial resources of JUAREZ are rather 
more mythical at present, than those of the Emperor ; 
but the chances of success will bring him means more 
readily even than the Confederates found them in 
England. In any event, of course, this exodus of our 
soldiers to Mexico will not be encouraged by our Gov- 
ernment. It is doubtful, even, whether it will be 
countenanced. But, in the present embroiled condi- 
tion of political affairs in that region, and with the 
well-known individual freedom of motion in our coun- 
try, and from the country, —a liberty quite as remarka- 
ble as the general freedom of speech—it is probable 
that not a few of our soldiers will find their way to 
Mexizo. They may, to be sure, go as emigrants; but 
emigrants have to carry arms for self-defence in so 
wild a country, and arms for hunting, too. Emi- 
grants who have become settlers, and who have strong 
opinions about the government of their adopted coun- 
try, will, we opine, be very apt to maintain those 
opinions by force of arms. But it is the Southern 
armies probably, and not the Northern, who will fur- 
nish the greater proportion of troops to one side or 
the other of the Mexican war. 

And so it happens that the storm of war which has 
been “thundering all over the sky’’ for four years 
here at the North, has passed over our heads, at length, 
to the far-distant, Southwestern horizon. There, we 
already hear its low rumblings, echoing back the 
greater fury of our own spent tempest: but here the 
clouds have furled off, and the sun shines again. The 
Gulf bids fair to absorb our military interest as the 
frontier posts did a few years ago, when the only prac- 
tice of our troops was in that bushwhacking Indian 
warfare. The fact that Texas is the only State about 
the actual, present subjection of which to the domain 
of the Union there is any doubt ; the certainty that 
there the Confederacy could be resurrected, if any 
where; the presence of an unfriendly power on that 
border of the Republic, and the political, social, and 
military chaos now reiguiog in Mexico, all make it cer- 
tain that our chief military force ready for offensive 
operations will be concentrated in the trans- Mississippi 
Department. Our impression is, that strong bodies of 
troops have already been moved across the river, or will 
speedily be so moved. A strong corps of observation 
is likely to be permanently established in Louisiana 
and in Texas. 











THOUGH no official announcement of the fact has 
yet been made, it is understood that the Navy De. 
partment has decided to remove the Naval Academy 
the coming Fall, from its temporary location at New. 
port to its old quarters at Annapolis, Md. This 
change will, we trust, prove of great advantage to the 
school. Whatever may be thought of the compara. 
tive merits of the locations, it is certainly every way 
desirable that this important national institution should 
speedily find permanent location somewhere, For 
four years now it has experienced every disadvantage 
from its unsettled condition. With the number of the 
midshipmen largely increased, and the necessity for 
their thorough instruction and discipline more impera- 
tive than ever, the embarassments of its officers have 
been greatly increased by the temporary nature and 
the insufficiency of the accommodations provided for 
the school, and the disadvantages of its location jp 
the heart of a gay town, with its various tewpta- 
tions to distract the attention of the pupils and to 
increase the difficulties of discipline. That so much 
has been accomplished under these circumstances, ag 
is shown by the reports of the various boards of visi- 
tors and other testimony, is the best evidence of the 
faithfulness and ability with which the officers of the 
Academy have devoted themselves to their labors, 
But much remains to be provided by the legislation of 
Congress before the Naval school can hope to reach 
its full measure of efficiency. 

On the receipt at London of the news that Mr. 
Lincotn had been murdered, and that Vice-Presi- 
dent JOHNSON would become President in his stead, 
American five-twenty securities, which had advanced 
to 69 upon the surrender of LEE, dropped instantly 
nine points. With characteristic generosity of judg- 
ment, our English cousins had concluded that his sin- 
gle instance of excess on inauguration day showed 
ANDY JOHNSON to be an habitual and irrecoverable 
sot. The Daily News, indeed, always true to the 
American cause, says, that it has made careful in- 
quiries, and is assured on trustworthy authority that 
the incident so ‘* regrettable,’”’ which occured at his in 
stallation as Vice-President, cannot without injustice, 
be taken to represent Mr. JoHNSON’s character, as 
those who know him well describe him as a man of 
real capacity and temperate habits. It adds:—‘ We 
‘*must wait awhile before we pass judgment upon 
“him. But the London Times suggests that Mr. 
JOHNSON should resign voluntarily, or, in case of his 
failing to do so, that public opinion should be so ex- 
pressed in regard to him as to lead him to resign. 

The London Times and journals of that ilk little 
know either the magnanimity or the good sense of the 
American people. They do not see that their plan 
would be the last for us to adopt, even on grounds of 
expediency alone, whatever our disposition towards 
Mr. Jounston. With such unanimity of sentiment 
as is almost a marvel in political history, the Nation 
has resolved that the occurrence of the 4th of March 
shall not detract one jot or tittle from the dignity and 
respect which the office of the Chief Magistrate of the 
United States creates for its occupant. Everywhere, 
we would let our English friends know, the disposition 
is to forgive, and, as soon as possible, to forget. Even 
those patriotic journals which had the fidelity, good 
sense and courage to rebuke the exhibition when it 
occurred, have since, almost without an exception, 
whatever their politics, expressed their determination 
to ‘‘ let bygones be bygones.’’ The few shrewder, but 
less scrupulous journals, who, with a practical scent 
for the quid pro quo, at once saw their interest in de- 
fending the slip of the Vice-President on that day, 
have since educéd several ingenious theories on the 
subject, which possess greater or less truth, but cav- 
not all be true. It is enough, however, to say, that 
without resort to these hypotheses, which continu- 
ally stir a question unnecessary to discuss, ANDREW 
JOHNSON is not now, nor ever has been a “drinking 
‘*man.”” We honestly believe there is not the slight- 
est danger to be apprehended from his course in this 
respect in any future contingency. To make such 
charges as the London Times does, shows a malice 
which no form of words or apparent logic can conceal. 
To say that because a man fails once he is lost, con~ 
tradicts all generosity in human nature, as well as all 
experience. It ill becomes, in any event, people who 
still have personal memories of two of the Four 
GroraEs, to exhibit such profuseness of indignation 
over a single excess in the ruler of any nation, even 
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on astate occasion. And, moreover, in our case, there 
is a moral certainty that the error will never take place 
again. President JOHNSON to-day enjoys the confi- 
dence of the American people to an extent greater, 
perhaps, than any of his predecessors for thirty years. 
The unanimity of sentiment is wonderful. Even the 
occurrence which preceded his accession, as it will 
make criticism more fatal, will render the PRESIDENT 
more careful not to incur just criticism. General 
BURNSIDE expressed the sentiment of the Arny and 
Navy, we are confident, in calling for a hearty and un- 
shrinking support of the Presment:—‘‘ Let bim 
‘that is without sin cast the first stone at him.’’ On 
the Continent, too, the people of Europe will learn 
not only that ANDREW JOHNSON enjoys the entire 
confidence of the American people, but that he is the 
President of the whole country, from the Aroostook 
to the Rio Grande. There will no longer be any need 
of those explanatory parentheses—fédéral or con 
fédéré—with which their journals always used so ac- 
curately to discriminate between the “‘ rival’’ Presi- 
dents LincoLn and Davis. 





The sudden release of the United States from the 
embarrassments of war has excited the fears ot Eng- 
land and France for their respective interests on this 
continent. They are disturbed by the spectre of a 
united nation—now, by the acknowledgment by the 
organ of the high tory party of England, the greatest 
military and naval power known to history—fired with 
an unscrupulous ambition for conquest, and determined 
to gratify it at the expense of the peace of the world. 
These fears are based upon the idea that it is our 
purpose to at once attempt to expel MAXIMILIAN and 
his French allies from Mexico, and to seize upon the 
first pretext for absorbing Canada. Though the pre- 
mises from which these conclusions are drawn are in a 
measure sound, the conclusions are more in accordance 
with the established precedents of European despotism 
than with the known facts of American history, and 
with the character and spirit of the American people. 
Of this country, more than any other, it may be truly 
said ‘‘ empire c'est la paix.”” The extent of our un- 
developed territory is already so great, and the open- 
ings for enterprise and capital so literally unbounded, 
that additions of territory can have no attractions for 
us, sufficient to allure us from that career of peace to 
which our interests and our traditions impel us. 

With regard to Canada, therefore, the English peo 
ple and the English Government need give themselves 
no concern. So long as it is left as free as it has been 
by the Home Government, and isin no way a menace 
to our own institutions, we are quite content that it 
should be permitted to followits own destiny. What- 
ever evidence to the contrary may have been found 
in expressions of public sentiment here, has resulted 
from that spirit of retaliation which British untriend- 
liness awakened, and which such a universal and un- 
affected expression of sympathy with this country as 
the death of Mr. Lincoin has aroused in England 
will go far to allay. 

With regard to MAximmii1AN and his empire 
in Mexico, the case is different. Its friends have 
genuine cause for alarm from the development of our 
national strength. If with such opportunities as we 
have had to absorb Mexico, we have respected its in- 
dependence, it is reasonable to suppose that we are 
not likely to view with indifference European inter- 
ference in that country. We regard such interference 
now, as we have regarded it from the first, as a stand- 
ing menace to this country ; directly opposed as it is 
to the American principle of leaving every nation free 
to choose its own form of government. Itis the peo- 
ple, it is public sentiment that ultimately, if not im- 
mediately, controls Government action in this coun- 
try. As it is the universal public sentiment that 
MAXIMILIAN should not be permitted to establish his 
empire, under the forms of plebicism, upon the necks 
of the Mexican people, it is reasonably certain that, 
whatever necessities of diplomatic expediency may for 
a time delay the expression of this sentiment, it will 
in the end, in some form, assert itself with a power 
not to be resisted. This war, as indeed all history, 
has shown, what power there is in ideas; and the 
spirit of American nationality is the intense expres- 
sion of that idea of freedom for all nations, as well as 
for all classes which, while it forbids our entertaining 
any schemes of conquest on our own part, equally 
pledges us to oppose them on the part of others; so 

far as they come within the scope of our immediate 





interests and influence. With the internal adminis- 
tration of no country on this continent have we, with 
all our opportunities, ever sought to interfere ; nor 
do we propose to. We ask only that they be left 
equally free from all European interference, and in this 
attempt on the part of MAXIMILIAN to establish a 
Mexican empire, we cannot but see a prospective danger 
to ourselves. What principle can determine his in- 
terference with Mexico, that will not equally justify a 
like interference with our separate, but united, states 
when he shall have grown strong enough, and the 
opportunity shall serve him. That we have escaped 
interference during the perilous times of this war is 
only because he has been in no position to under- 
ake it. 





IN our last review of the battle of Five Forks, we 
spoke of the final movements of the Fifth corps and 
the cavalry, and represented the Fifth corps as moving 
by a sort of wheel, of which AYREs’s division was the 
pivot. It was not meant to imply that this division, 
or the others, actually wheeled. As a matter of fact, 
AYREs’s division, on crossing the White Oak Road, 
immediately changed front, charged the breastworks, 
and, in spite of the resistance of the enemy, carried 
them, capturing over 2,000 prisoners and nine battle 
flags. This correction should be appended to our 
former account of the battle at Five Forks. 

In describing the battle of Sunday, April 2d, the 
storming of Petersburgh, our account seemed to im- 
ply that Fort Mahone was taken by Colonel Hargri- 
MAN’S brigade. We believe, however, the credit of 
that particular capture belongs to the Provisional 
brigade of General CoLLEs, consisting of the Sixty- 
eighth and One hundred and fourteenth Pennsylvania, 
Sixty-first Massachusetts, and Twentieth New York. 
The brigade was thrown in to support the Ninth 
corps, and, the One hundred and fourteenth regiment 
having the advance, dashed ahead, under a severe 
cross fire, and captured Fort Mahone. 

The letter in a late JoURNAL from an infantry offi- 
cer, grumbling a little at the great credit we gave to 
the cavalry for its efficiency in the pursuit of LxE, 
seems to have had more humor than accuracy in one 
of its statements at least. It stated that SHERIDAN 
was defeated in the last skirmish he had with Lzz’s 
army, in which the former employed McK ENziz’s di- 
vision. We are assured that the statement was incor- 
rect, and calculated, in the form it assumed, to con- 
vey a wrong impression of the nature of that skirm- 
ish. Our original conviction being contrary to the as- 
sertion of the letter, we of course did not give the 
latter as anything more than the opinion of one indi 
vidual. This correction, like those in the ‘‘ Military 
‘Situation’ of the present number, should be ap- 
pended to those made with regard to the Virginia 
campaign on a former week. It has been difficult to 
find, among the many adverse accounts and criticisms 
which have come to this office, the exact truth. But, 
if our good friends will have patience, we will endeav- 
or, in time, to extract all the errors against which the 
most conscientious historian could not be absolutely 
safe, and to do justice to all our gallant officers. 








In the final breaking-up of our great Army at Alex- 
andria and Washington—an event not many days dis- 
tant—we hope that by some ceremony a formal expres- 
sion of the gratitude of the country may be conveyed 
to its defenders. We trust that a magnificent Review 
may reveal to the troops themselves and to the people, 
some idea of the great strength, the fine material, and 
the superb condition of their Army. We are very 
well aware that, among the troops themselves, the 
liverty to stack arms, to doff the uniform, and to stroll 
off without a furlough, is the thing principally desired. 
Allow them only to strike a short route for the long- 
missed home, and they will be satisfied. But, in truth, 
there are certain necessary delays which prevent the 
sudden dissolution of so large aforce. Time is requir- 
ed for the process, even under the red-tape-cutting 
régime of the War Department. To discharge on pa- 
role the armies of LEE and JOHNSTON, where paymas- 
ters had sinecure positions, and no time was spent in 
telling over Confederate ‘‘ bluebacks’’, occupied sev- 
eral days. Most of our troops have to be paid their 
final wages, the accounts settled, rolls made out, and 
many other details transacted. During this necessary 
delay, a grand Review, conducted so as not to be 
fatiguing to the troops would be well received on all 
hands, 





When Petersburgh and Richmond were captured— 
goals of so arduous a race—but few of the victors were 
suffered by the exigencies of public service, to enter 
the cities they had conquered. There were other bat- 
tles to be fought, greater prizes to be won. When 
Lex and JOHNSTON surrendered, our victorious legions 
did not see the Rebel armies marched in review. 
They could not even enter theircamps. The material 
satisfaction of seeing their late opponents disarmed 
and powerless was taken away, from motives of policy. 
Nothing gave us more pleasure than to learn that the 
““march through Richmond’’, counted on for .four 
years, was not finally withheld from the troops. Every 
corps, we believe, of both SHERMAN’s and Mrapx’s 
Armies—some small detachments, perhaps excepted, 
—will have marched through Richmond in triumph. 
One more display, and that the most magnificent of 
all will, doubtless, take place in and around the Nu- 
tional Capitol. 








Ir will be remembered that a careful correspondent 
of the New York Times, some months since, by the 
exposure of unquestionable facts and figures, drawn 
from Rebel sources, revealed to the people of the 
North the secrets of the horrible prison-house at An- 
dersonville. Similar revelations have been made with 
regard to Libby, Belle Island, and the other slaughter 
pens of the South, where the wretched inmates en- 
dured such pangs as pen will never fully record. 
Another able correspondent of the 7imes has recently 
given some statements with regard to the Richmond 
prisons, which, if less revolting in detail than the 
former disclosures, at least furnish some clue to a sys- 
tematic atrocity on the part of the Rebel gaolers, such 
as would be incredible if the writer were not so trust- 
worthy. The extract we refer to runs as follows :— 


The Gove:nment has its heavy hand already on some of the lead - 
ing Rebel agitators, and Judge Outp, late Rebel agent for the ex- 
change of prisoners ; Judge CAMPBELL, peace commissioner ; Dick 
Turner, turnkey of Libby, and Haton, Ouip’s associate, are all in 
the Libby Prison. Of the precise nature of the charges against 
them I am not advised, but only know that a letter of OuLp’s has 
been found in the building where I write, which must prove dam- 
aging to his cause. It is dated City Point, March 17, 1865, and is 

dd d to Brigadier-General Winpgr, who had charge of our 
prisoners in and around Richmond, and his office in this building. 
The letter contains the following :—‘‘ The arrangement I have mid: 
“ (for the exchange of prisoners) works largely in our favor. We 
“get rid of miserable wretches [underscoring his own] and receive 
«some of the best material [for the Rebel ranks] I ever saw.” ‘The 
Government is entitled to know what made our prisoners in their 
hands such “ miserable wretches,” or so unfit for service in our 
armies, and what gave their own prisoners in our hands such supe. 
riority over them as “ material” for replenishing their armies. Was 
it not that the latter were well fed and cared for, while the former 
were systematically and from design destroyed in health and life by 
exposure and starvation? Winpsr, to whom Ooxp said this, was 
the chief man in this work of prisoner killing, and the letter to him 
was “ confidential,” claiming as a result of his system of treatment 
a large advantage to the Rebel side in the exchange of prisoners. 
Hatcu and Turner were underlings, carrying out the orders of 
their superiors. They are said to have fared sumptuously on the 
goods sent by Northern families to relieve their sons and brothers 
in the hands of the enemy. 











Tue hard chase after DAvis. and his Cabinet still 
continues, and both pursuers and pursued are now in 
Georgia. On the night of the 5th of May, the fugi- 
tive was in Powellton, Hancock County. Powellton 
is 38 miles northeast of Milledgeville, which latter 
city is very nearly in the centre of the State. It is 
stated that the chances of capture are very good, and 
the inference from capture has already been drawn. 
Perhaps, at this stage of affairs, one more moral may 
be drawn from Mrs. GLAss’s famous receipt book, 
which has furnished so many a similar moral before. 
But whether the hare be caught or not, it is impossi- 
ble to mistake the general opinion of the way to treat 


him.

A my commanders may at once loan to the inhabitants such of the 
captured mules, horses, wagons and vehicles as can be spare’ from im- 
Mediate use, and the commanding Generals of Armies may issue provis- 
ions, animals, or any public supplies toat can be epared, to reheve pres- 
ent wants, and to encourage the iphabitants to renew their peiceful pur- 
suits and restore relations of friendship among our feilow-citizens and 
country men. 

Foraging will forthwith cease, and when neceasity or long marches 
compel the taxing of forage, prc visions, or any kiad of private property, 
compensation will be made on the spot, or when the disbursing officers 
are not provided with funds, vouchers will be given ia proper form pay- 
able at the nearest Military Vepartment.

REBELS IN MARYLAND.

CrrcvuLak—A considerable portion of the inbabitants of this Militury 
District having heretofore rendered themselves notorious for their hos- 
tility to the Government, many of them engagiog in blockade running, 
supplying the evemy with goods, and in some cases with munitions of 
war, affording an asylum for the worst criminals, and more recently, 
giving vo the murderer of the President of the United States an univter- 
rupted passage through parts of three counties, feeding him and bis con- 
federate, and concealing their presence, it is necessary that this infamy 
shou'd be biott-d out, aod a new condition of things be inaugurated. 
the followiog reg ‘lations are therefore made :— 

I —No pe-son will be allowed to engage in any occupition, trade, or 
profession, without taking an uncon‘itional oath of allegiance, which 
oath will «tate that it 13 taken voluntarily, without mental reservation ; 
and ackoowledge the right to require, and authority to administer the 
same. Tskiog the oath will not be deemed conclusive evidence of loy- 
alty ; and, as none but loyal persons will be permitted to carry on avy 
business, the oath must be accompanied by consistent conduct and loyal 
acts. 


Ii.—No person will be allowed to wear any Rebel uniform, or to dis- 
play or bave in his possession any Rebei flags, or msignia of rauk ; nor 
to utter any disloyal sentiments, or question by word or deed, the right- 
ful authority or the Government of the United States. 

1If.—All officers, soldiers and citizens who have been in the Rebel 
service, and have not taken the oath of allegiance ; all persons who have 
been engaged in running the blockade, aiding the enemy, concealivog or 
aiding in the flight of Booth and his coniederates, or who have failed to 
give such inform«tion as they possessed of his intentions, his place of 
concealment, or of his aiders and abettors, will be arrested aud sent to 
these headquarters, ° 

1V.—All truly loyal persons who sympathiz> with the Government are 
requested to furnish such information as they possess, and otherwise to 
co operate in this effort to discover the guilty, and vindicate the suprem- 
acy of the law-—and they are aseured that the fullest protection will be 
eff rded to them 

V.—WMilitary Commanders ® this District are charged with the duty of 
enforcing this order, and will exercise the utmost vigilance to discover 
and arrest all guilty parties,

I. From ano after the 20th instant, all persons found in arms against 
the authority of the United Sta'es in the States of Virginia and North 
Carolina will be treated as robbers and outlaws. 

II. Any persons in those states who shall assist or adv ge the organiz- 
ation of guerrilla bands, or the continuation of hostilities against the 
authority of the United States, will be arrested, tried by the military 
commission, and punished with death , or otherwise kcss severely, accord- 
ing to circumstances of the case. 

III. All military officers of the division, and especially the command- 
ers of posts and districts, will be charged with the preservation of good 
order within their respective commanas. They will use their influence 
to reconcile all differences between freedmea and their former masters, 
and will assure the freedmen that they will be reqaired to labor for the 
support of themse’ves and famiiies, but they are tree to select their own 
employers and make their own bargaics. They must be made to under- 
stand that the Government will protect, but cannot support them. All 
classes must be shown the absolute peccasity of planting and cultivating 
crops this sprieg and coming tummer, in order to avoid want and stary- 
ation in the country. 

IV. For minors not cared for by their parents, the apprentice system 
will be introduced as early ax practicable. For children too young to 
labor, and who have been abandoned by their natural protectors, it is 
advised that Houses of Refuge be established, where taey may be cared 
for and educated. “4 

V. Interest as well as humanity requires that the former masters of 
the colered race should unite in devising the best measures for amelior- 
ating their condition and for introducing some pra-tival system of hired 
Jabor. To this end ail military authorities will Jend their aid.
